ORCHIDS, like people, differ. With plants, however, the 
Horticulturist is able to control the variation to a 
degree and by the use of certain proven parents 
can predetermine the variations—shape or form of flower, 
color, and many other hereditary factors. 


THE amateur grower should bear in mind the great 
importance of selecting orchids which represent, 
generically, the traits which he desires in flowers. As we have 
pointed out so many times before, poor orchids require 
the same time to produce as good ones; therefore, do 
select your orchids cautiously, so that you can be 
proud of your plants when they bloom. 


THE hybrids which we offer represent the finest and are the 
results of the work of the leading hybridists of the world. 
The parents used in these hybrids were carefully selected for 
outstanding qualities. And we believe that the merit of the 
resulting flowers will bring you many hours of enjoyment.

The breeding of yellow Cattleyas hybrids is still in its infancy and 
seedlings with yellow parentage have often flowered in varying shades 
of mauve, bronze, or even white with colored labellum. We cannot 
guarantee these plants to produce yellow flowers, but feel confident 
that a high percentage of them will be yellow. We offer them only on 
this basis. It is a chance to get fine yellows at a nominal price.

CONTROLLABLE CATTLEYA SEEDLINGS 


DURING the past few years a great deal of attention has 
been given to Cattleya hybrids whose flowering period can be 
controlled by the use of additional light. This is of particular ad- 
vantage to the commercial grower because he can have plants in 
flower for the Holidays (Christmas, New Year, Easter, etc.) which 
would not ordinarily be blooming at these times. 


You will notice that these hybrids have been developed from 
C. labiata, C. gigas and C. Dowiana parentage. These species 
have developed free-flowering, dark hybrids—characteristics that 
are always desirable. So whether or not you wish to control the 
flowering period, these hybrids are most attractive. Their natural 
flowering season will be during the fall and early winter.

The Cypripediums (‘‘Lady Slipper Orchids’) are easy to grow. 
Their magnificent flowers of brown, rose, green and red colors will 
last for several months in perfection. 

Cypripediums offered here prefer a temperature of 60° F. or 
more. They do not like strong light and will do better if given a 
shaded location with 800 - 1200 ft. candle light. They can be grown 
well in conjunction with Phalaenopsids. 

Cypripediums like plenty of humidity and are benefited by light 
syringings of water overhead. Applications of bonemeal and lime are 
advantageous. Plants may be divided and repotted after they flower.

Cycnoches Chlorochilon is of easy culture and grows well under 
varied conditions. Chartreuse flowers are borne from the new pseudo- 
bulbs which are made up during summer and early fall. The palm- 
like foliage is deciduous — generally turning yellow just previous to 
the flowering. Water and feed the plants well during the growing 
season and keep on the dry side after flowering. Flowering season 
Oct. to Feb. $5 - $6 - $7.50 EACH.

ORCHID SUPPLIES 


Many of our customers write us for information as to where they 
may secure osmunda — pot hangers — wire stakes — ribbon and 
other supplies. We do carry a small supply of these items and if we 
can be of service, we will be glad to accommodate. 


DENDROBIUMS 


This genus contains some of the finest of the spray orchids. They 
are of easy culture, although one must be aware of the particular 
requirements of each species in order to be successful in flowering 
them. 


Dendrobium phalaenopsis and all of its varieties should be grown 
in the Cattleya house and given as much sun as possible without 
burning the foliage. Give the plants plenty of water when they are 
growing. When not in growth, withhold some of the water and give 
only enough to keep the plant from shriveling. Weak applications of 
liquid fertilizer are advantageous when the plants are in growth.

No orchid grower can afford to overlook this fine group of 
orchids.
